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Two Sailors Go Down With 

Fishing Tug Off Wau- 

kegan Tuesday. 
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Heavy Seas Sweep the Tug Into Slush 

Ice — Engineer Washed Overboard 

Into the Deluge 
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Half a mile off the , Wnukegan shore, 
staggering under mountainous sens that, 
beat ngainBt ber and tore off per cabin, the 
filling .tug Anspnch 'sank off the foot of 
Water street Tuesday night at about 8:30 
and carried two to their death while four, 
including Captain Rubier, crawled to the 
beach on their hands and, knees and later 
fainted from the exposure. 

The Anspnch sank of thefoot of Water 
street, two blocks from tho south pier and 
a half mile out on the ice fields. . 

Going out in tho morning to lift tho 
fishing nets and load the catch aboard, sho 
started on the ill-fated return trip at 3:30 
in the afternoon. Tho snow was falling so 
thickly that the sky was obscured and sight 
ahead was impossible for more than a half 
block. 

8ho beat about Waukegan harbor trying 
to make it in vain, missing it in the storm 
and passing it by after running north and 
returning three distinct times. 

Later she came near the end of the south 
pier and her captain ordered Iub men to 
throw a lino in hope of catching a moor- 
ing. Tho rope wab thrown and was 
.-•caught by Frank Usled, in chargo of the 
light house station. 

However, the heavy northeast current 
and undertow caught the gallant little ves- 
sel and sho nearly tore Usted from the ond 
of the pier. 

"Lot go," shouted Captain Rubier to tho 
lighthouse keeper, and he released the rope 
while the An spoon swept on to her doom. 

The Elsie Nell steamed out to rescue the 
crow. from tho doomed vessel, but could not 
everi sight her, such wns the fury of the 
storm which with unparalleled violence 
piled up the waves mid sent them in dizzy- 
ing violence and speed against the shore 
lino, high as the top of the south pior and 
with tho strength of an hundred giants in 
mortal combat.

Tho time she nearod the south pier, 
which wns between C and 7:30 o'clock nor 
fires wore put out by a 'deluge of slush ice 
and sho was half water lodged as sho was 
carried on. 



DEATH OF J. C. JAMES, SR. 

Which Occurred At His Home on Saturday 
'After An Illness of Many Months 

On Saturday forenoon nt aftout 1 1 :30, 
o ? clock occurred the dn;ith of Joseph O. 
James, Sr., - ono of- Antioch's oldent and- 
bast known citizens. 

Ho bad been in failing health, for more 
than a year, at times being confined to 
his bed and thou again improving until 
he was able to be out. Dut during the pnst 
few months he has been unable to leoye 
tho house and moat of that timo bos. been 
confined to his bed. His. .death was not 
unexpected as it had been plainly, evident 
to his family and friends for soma time 
that ho wns steadily failing and the end 
was rapidly -drawing near, and on Satur- 
day, February 15, he passed away at tho 
advanced ae e of 81 years, 10 months and 
13 days. Heart trouble coupled with tho 
general breaking down of advanced age 
was the cause of his death. 

Joseph C. James was born at London, 
England, on tho twenty-eighth day of 
April, 1826. When about nine years of 
age. he came with his parents to America, 
and for a timo settled in tho state'. of New 
York. There Ihey. remnined only about 
a year and in 1836 moved to Milwaukee. 
Wis., whore ho resided with his parents 
until 1811 when he went to English 
Prairie, MeHenry county, Illinois. 

When a young man of twenty-four years 
he in company with three others went 
overland to California, where they re- 
mained for two years. ' 

In the year of 1852 ho returned to Eng- 
lish' Prairie and was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Martha Howden. 

Ho purchnsed the first 1C0 acres of land 
sold in section 10, township of Antioch, 
the same year, and on that farm, they 
resided until twenty-one years ago when 
they moved to the village of Autioch whero 
thoy have lived every since. To this 
union nine children were born, six of 
whom died in infancy. 

Ho was a 'member of the Episcopal 
church, having united with the church nt 
Wilmot, Wis , in tho year of 1871. 

At tho timo of his death he. was a 
member of Lake lodge I. O. O. P. of Anti- 
och and at one timo held a membership in 
the ltebekah lodge. 

He was tho second of a family of nine 
children and is survived by only two, a 
brother, George H. James of Miiwaukeo, 
and ono sistor, Mrs. Elannah Leltoy, of 
Chicago. 

Of his immediate family he loaves to 
mourn his loss a (devoted wife and three 
children, two sons, William R. James, 
of Spring Grove, and J. C. James, Jr., of 
-Antioch, and one dnughter, Mrs. Ida 
Osmond, also of this place, besides grand? 
children and great grandchildren, and 
a largo circle of friends and acquaintances 
*ho will greatly misB his familiar presence 
from our midst. 

The funeral waB held on Tuesday after- 
noon atone o'clock at the M. E. church, 
with' Rev. McNamer officiating and the 
Odd Fellows having ..charge of tho serv- 
ices.

DEAD 



Matthew Cunningham of Bur- 
lington, Found Dead at 
His Barn Door 



DEATH WAS ACCIDENTAL 



With One Foot Caught in Wheel of Road 

Cart, He Had Been Dragged 

for Over a Mile 



Mattliow Cunningham, a prominent 
young farmer residing three miles east of 
Burlington, wns found dead at the door of 
his barn early Sunday morning by. bis 
brother, Gus Cunningham, who had gone 
put to attend to tho morning chores. 

The dead man was lying beside a road 
cart in which he had driven to Burlington 
on Saturday afternoon, and ono of his feet 
was entangled in its wheel, while the body 
bore nil indications of having been dragged 
to death. The horse and rig were stand- 
ing unhitched in front of the barn door, 
the animal having evidently run home and 
stopped only upon. having reached its des- 
tination and finding tho barn door closed. 

Cunningham had been to Burlington 
Saturday evening nnd had not returned 
homo at night, but no apprehension for 
his safety was felt until his dead body was 
found by his brother early Sunday morn- 
ing.. 

An investigation was immediately start- 
ed nnd on the road midway bntween Cun- 
ningham's home and Burlington was 
found his pocketbook, hat and some scat- 
tered coins, besides several other trinkets, 
and from this point to the barn his death 
route could bo easily traced by blood stains 
and pieces of clothing which had been torn 
from his body. Further investigation 
nhowed that he was last seen in Burling- 
ton at 11:30 o'clock Saturday evening, at 
which time ho hitched up and started fcr 
his homo. - 

Friends who bade him good night swear 
that ho was perfectly sober, and because of 
this deep mystery surrounds the manner in 
which he fell or was knocked from his road 
cart and dragged to death. 

The only explanation that has been ar- 
rived at is that striking something iu tho 
road Cunningham was thrown from his 
cart and becoming entangled in its wheel 
was dragged to death by the frightened 
horse. 

After an examination of the body by tho 
Drs. Newell who stated that the man had 
been dead several hours when found, a 
jury* was empaneled who came to tho con- 
clusion that tho man's death was accidental 
and caused substantially as related in tho 
foregoing. 

Mr. Cunningham was* forty years of rge 
and a bachelor, making his home with his 
nged mother, Mrs. Ellen Cunningham, on 
the farm near Burlington.

EX-SENATOR COON 
DIES SUDDENLY 

OF HEART FAILURE 

Ex-state Senator Reuben W. Coon, law- 
yer, editor, politician and man of public 
affairs, died very suddenly at 1:30 Tuesday 
morning of heart trouble. 

Having spent tbe day in Chicago,- he did 
not get homo to his residence at' 405 West 
street. Waukegan, until 7 Tuesday even- 
ing. Eeart failure seized him during the 
night. The heart weokoned rapidly and 
before a physician arrived oa summons he 
was dead. 

His experience as a newspnper owner 
and editor is interesting, valuable and 
oven historic in northern Illinois. In 1868 
he purchased a half interest in the Pnna 
Gazette. Later he purchased outright the 
Bclvidere Northwestern, since merged 
with the Belvidere Republican, Frank 
Moran's paper. From 1880 to 1884 ho 
served as state's attorney for Boone county. 

It wob in 1885 that he came to Wauke 
gnn and purchased tho Waukegon Weekly 
Gazette, still in existence. In 1889 he es- 
tablished tho Highland Park Gazette. 

Later he sold theso properties, having 
served a term as state senator, nnd during 
his last years practised at tho bar. 

Reuben W. Coon was born at Franklin, 
Clinton county, Ind., Mnrch 81, 1842. He 
was the son of Rev. R. R. and Emeline 
McCowen Coon, the father being of New 
Jersey, the mother of Ohio. 

Tho funeral will be held Friday afternoon 
at 2 from the residence. Interment it 
Oak wood.

ONE KILLED 

ONE INJURED 

AT RONDOUT 




The fast Janesville train on the St. Paul 
ran down and killed one man and seri- 
ously injured another at Rondout Thurs- 
day night. 

William Clay, a man nbout sixty years 
old whose place of residence is not known, 
was the man killed, and Charles Herman, 
fifty-two years of nge, a single mnn whoso 
homo is in Chicago, is the injured one. 

Herman and Clay are N laborers who had 
been employed cutting ico at tho Knicker- 
bocker ice house, at Fox Lake and -wero 
returning to Chicago nt the closo of tho 
ice cutting season. 

Awaiting a Chicago train at Rondout 
thoy KOt in tho way of tho Janesville flyer 
and were ground under its wheels. 

Clay was killed instantly and Herman 
had his foot cut off above tho ankle. The 
injured man was removed to the office of 
Dr. J L. Taylor at Libertyville, and was 
later taken to tho County farm infirmary. 
The two men wero broko and woro hid- 
ing behind a coal Bhed at RP^P^icairo 
ing to catch a freighUraiftj^^rom tho 
Tho fre^t^^ntstjaneBville train came 
nortbefrngj from tho south and ns tho two 
camo out from behind tho conl ehed they 
had to cross in front of the passenger train 

with the above result. Thoy were not 
drunk. 

On Monday about-.hoon Herman passed 
away at tho county farm, tho cause of bis 
death is said to ' havo been pneumonia, 
with which ho is Bupposod to have been 
suffering before the accident. The* jury 
selected to'detormine tho cause, of' Clay's 
death arrived at the verdict late Saturday 
evening and thoy claim that tho death was 
accidental and lay th&blnmc on no ono. 



Fire of mysterious origin, starting in tho 
garret of the old Whalen place at High- 
wood Sunday night at 10:30 o'clock, de- 
stroyed one of the oldest landmarks in the 
county. The old mansion was built thirty • 
years ago and at that time was one of tho \ 
finest residencefl in the Btato. Of late years 
it has been practically deserted and has 
gradually gone to ruin.

As everyone in that part of the connly 
knows, the Old Whalen Place in the large 
house juRt east of tho Chicago. & Milwau- 
kee electric car barns. It has stood there 
for a score and a half years, and was re- '■ 
cently purchnsed by the United States gov- 
ernment in n tract of ninety-six acres 
which is tcr*be used for reservation pur- 
poses. 

For many years the old pluce had re- ; . 
raained tenantless until a short time ago j 
when a man by tbo name of Whalen \ 
moved into tho place. . It was thought i 
very strange nt the time as tho house was a • 
mammoth nffair, having* between fifteen '. 
ond twenty rooms. Mr. Whalen always ; 
lived there alone. " • 

Five or-. six months ago r however, he; 
moved from Highwood to Libertyville' 
where bo is living at the prrsent lime. 

Since his departure from the bouse, the 
ruin has been most complelo. The win- 
dowB have been shattered and the appear- 
ance of the house has been ono of Kreat for- * 
lornness. It is said that since the .placet 
waB deserted that tho upper floors huvo* 
been infested' with tramps who found it a - 
more comfortable place to sleep in than 
crowding into some barn. 

Tho fact that the fire started on the uppen 
floor, when there could have been nothing' 
to start it than tbo carelessness of some 
tramp, coupled with other facts, led many 
to say that perhaps some of them had been' 
burned. [ 

Those who wpre on the scene after the 
fire had gained quite a headway, claimed'. 
that thoy thought they saw faces peering', 
from the upper windows and that they, 
naturally wondered if tho owners bad|been, 
able to escape or whether they hod been' 
penned in like rats in a trap. 

The Highwood firo department arrived 
on tho scene soon after but at once saw that, 
alone they would not bo oblo to cope with 
the flames and assistance was requested of 
the Fort Sheridan fire department which 
was not slow to respond.. Both companies 
fought.lhe flames and soon had the satis- ' 
faction of seeing that their efiorts wore be- , 
ing rewarded, for although it was too late 
to stop tho destruction of the interior 
which was gutted, the outside walls wero 
left standing which was perhaps till that 
prevented a much -more serious fire in- the* 
little village. 

Andrew Hoborg, a fireman on the High- 
wood fire department, paid his life as tho 
result of his hard work on the fire. After 
the lire was out, the firemen went to the* 
department houso where Roberg told the 
firemen that he was tired tand would lio 
down and. rest a while. 

"A short timo afterwards ho was found 
dead by friends. It iB believed that heart

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ADMIRAL CONVERSE DEFENDS IT 
AQAJNST CRITICISMS. 



(REPORT IS MADE PUBLIC 



Kentucky and Kearsarge Admittedly 
Out of Date, But Other Battle- 
ships Equal Best of 
Other Nations. 



Washington. — By direction of 
*he president, Secretary Motcalf has 
made public the report of Admiral 
•Converse on the .fighting ships of the 
American navy, called forth by many 
•criticisms recently published in maga- 
zines and otherwise. This report was 
prepared primarily to satisfy tho pres- 
ident as to tho exact state of our naval 
ships compared with those of other 
navies and Its publication is author- 
, ized with the design to reassure the 
American sailors as to the quality of 
the weapons with which they niust go 
Into battle. 

Admiral Converse characterizes tho 
"criticisms as "prepared . by persons 
whoso knowledge :of the subjects dis- 
cussed was limited and incorrect.'! 
There was, he says, ample justification 
for the adoption of the battleship de- 
signs which have been followed." "It 
■ Is not claimed that mistakes have not 
been made," he adds, "or that our 
ships are without faults; but in view 
of tho then stato of the art of battle- 
ship building, this fact Is not to be 
wondered at. It Is remarkable that 
tho mistakes were so few and that 
none wore really serious. In this re- 
spect our record will compare, favor- 
ably with that of foreign services."

• tucky, and general notes. His em- 
phatic conclusion Is:' "Our Bhlps are 
not Inferior to those In foreign serv- 
ices." - 

Each Better Than Predecessors. 
"We have," he says, "made compro- 
mises in our designs of battleships, 
because it Is Impossible to construct a 
perfect battleship; such compromises 
Tiave, perhaps, detracted from the de- 
sired perfect ship In some respects, 
but at tho same time have made It 
^possible to Improve upon some other 
-existing disadvantage, and, on the 

• whole, the compromises, each and all, 
have tended towards a nearer ap- 
proach to the desired perfect finality. 

"In making compromises in the build- 
ing of. our ships, I am satisfied that 
In every instance all concerned in the 
work have ac-.ed honestly and patriot- 
_ ^ ically and only with the desire to pro- 
duce the best ship possible. The ro- 
, sult-hns been In each case, ship by 
ship, and your by year, an Impiove- 
jment upon aU that have preceded, and 
mo ship has been built by us Inferior 
; to those of any nation designed at the 

• same time. 

Inferior Only In Numbers. 
"The quality of the material of our 
navy is Inferior to none; in quantity 
of vessels alone are we lacking. With 
an increase in number of ships, tho 
American navy will have been sup- 
plied the only feature necessary to 
rmake It second to none In all that 
rtends toward fighting efficiency, and 
\when tho stress of actual combat, If 
•.such should ever unfortunately come, 
"ibrlngs^ the only really practical test, 
our country need have no misgivings 
/or fear but that our battleships will 
•give an excellent account of them- 
selves and prove themselves all that 
we have designed them for and know 
jthem to be." 

♦Considerable space Is devoted to a 
, refutation of the criticism that Amer- 
;'» lean fighting ships do not sot.as high 
out of. the water as those of . foreign 
navies. It 13 admitted by the admiral 
that the Indiana and Kearseargo 
classes (tho first battleships of tho 
navy), are too low forward for efficient 
fighting at sea In fairly heavy weath- 
er, "but the remainder of, our battle- 
ships could without doubt give a good 
account of themselves la a fight at 
sea In any weather in which it it at nil 
likely for a fleet to engage." 

Attention Is called -to four of the 
Russian battleships which wero cap- 
sized or sunk' fn the battle of the Sea 
of Japan, all of which rose 27 feet out 
of the water — higher than any of our 
ships. The question presents the 
•choice of being well armed and conse- 
quently weighted lower in tho water,

TROOPS TO QUELlTfiTRlKE RIOTT 
IN FAIRBANKS. 



Riotous Crowds Congregate on the 
Streets and Capture Nonunion 
• Men as They Arrive.. " 

Washington.— -By direction ot tho 
president, Acting Secretary Oliver 
Thursday ordered, accompany of In- 
fantry .from Fort Gibbon, In Alaska, 
to Fairbanks, in that territory, to pro- • 
serve order during the mining strike 
in that section. This action was taken 
upon representation from the United 
States court in Alaska to the attorney 
general that tho presence of federal 
troopB was needed. 

Telograms from' Fairbanks to tho at- 
torney general claim that open air mass 
meetings are being held by the strik- 
ing miners and that threats of vio- 
lence have been made. The marshal 
has been directed by the attorney gen- 
eral to use all the force at his com- 
mand to arrest law-breakers and to 
prevent intimidation. Tho military 
is expected to give tho marshal moral 
support and also to take action should 
tho disorder prove too great for any 
force he may be able to secure. 

Tho distance from Fort. Gibbon to 
Fairbanks is 155 miles and the troops 
will be carried by sleds over that 
route, which Is said to bo a very good 
one. If there is urgent necessity for 
the presence of the soldiers at Fair- 
banks they can got there In four or 
five days, but under ordinary condi- 
tions the trip takes six or seven days. 
Fairbanks is in the center of a mlnlug 
country with a population" of 7,000 or 
8,000. . 

Persons In Washington familiar 
with the conditions existing at- Fair- 
banks say the trouble Is the outcome 
of a strike a ysar or more^ago for 
higher wages and shorter hours for the 
miners. 

Fairbanks, Alaska. — United States 
Marshal Perry has sworn in 250 spe- 
cial deputies for the protection of II re 
and property against riotous mobs of 
strikers who are congregated on the 
streets. These mobs have been at- 
tempting to capture recent arrivals 
here with a view to deporting them.

Asserts His Innocence and Declares 

Trip to Europe Was Not a 

"Flight" from Creditors. 

New York.— Charles W. Morse,' 
financier and.promotor of many large 
combinations, Including, the so-called 
"Ice trust" and a merger of nearly all 
of tho coastwise steamship lines, re- 
turned Sunday from his brief trip to. 
Europe, was arrested in his stateroom 
when the steamer Etruria reached 
quarantine in the lower bay, held In 
custody until the ship was docked and 
then was whirled away in an automo- 
bile to the homo of Justice Victor 
Dowling.of the supreme court, where 
•he gave bonds In the sum of $20,000 
to answer to two indictments charg- 
ing grand larceny and involving the 
sum of $100,000. 

Mr. Morse was released and went 
immediately to his Fifth avenue homo, 
where he gave out a statement assert- 
ing his Innoconce and asking the pub- 
lic to suspend judgment until he has 
had the opportunity of facing his ac- 
cusers in court. . 

Monday Mr. Morse will appear be- 
fore Justice Dowling In open court and 
plead not guilty to the indictments. 
He denied that his trip to Europe was 
a "flight." He said he had gone 
abroad to sell stock in a largo interest 
and to secure a fortnight's rest, Both 
purposes, were spoiled by the publica- 
tion of reports that ho was a fugitive 
from justice, he declared. 

Mr. Morse had received word by 
wireless telegraphy that two Indict- 
ments had been found against him, but 
he did not know ho was to suffer phys- 
ical arrest. The appearonco of three 
detectives from District ; Attorney 
Jerome's office at his Btateroom door 
took him completely by surprise. Tho 
officers, armed with a warrant, had 
gone down the bay on a revenue cut- 
tor. They wero accompanied by Al- 
bert B. Boardman and Phillip J. Dritt, 
attorneys, and by Benjamin W. Morse, 
a son of the flnanclor. Mrs. Morse 
met her husband at the pier and It 
was in her automobile that tho jour- 
noy with ono of tho detectives was 
made to Justice Bowling's house.

American Battleships 'Reviewed In 
Bay of Valparaiso. 

Valparaiso, Chile.— The great Amer- 
ican fleet of 16 battleships, under the 
command of Rear Admiral Evans, 
passed Valparaiso Friday afternoon 
and : continued on Its voyage north- 
ward for Callao, Peru, the next stop- 
ping place. 

All Valparaiso "and thousands of per- 
sons from other cities in Chile wit- 
nessed the passing of the fleet. Pres- 
ident Montt and the other high officials 
of the republic went out from shore 
to greet the battleships, and almost 
tho entire Chilean navy -exchanged 
salutes with them as they swung 
around Curaumllla ■ Point and Into 
Valparaiso bay in single file, headed 
by the Chilean cruiser Chacabuco and 
flvo Chilean torpedo boat destroyers.

Effective Drapery to Cover Up Simple

Billings Denounces 8olons. 

The IlInolB_st*ato legislature was de- 
nounced sharply by Dr. Frank G. Bill- 
ings, chairman of tho state board of 
charities. Tho condemnation of. tho 
body's action came while Billings was 
testifying beforo the -house committee 
which Is Investigating tho charitable' 
Institutions of- tho state. Ho declared 
the law makers have been a stumb- 
ling block In tho way of medical sci- 
ence by their "middle-ago" prejudice 
against science." Representative John 
P. McGoorty, presided at tho session 
of the committee and Mr. Billings' tes- 
timony and statements proved 'the fea-: 
turo of tho day's proceedings. While 
telling of tho. alleged abuses of. the 
Inmates of tho state homes, Mr. Bil- 
lings laid bare, his mind in tho plain- 
est of terms. The reference was aa 
follows: 

The Institutions .of Illinois -'ought to 
bo rehabilitated, provided with labora- 
tories and open to clinics. Tho clinics 
should Include observations at all times 
of tho habits and action of all Inmates 
by medical men. Records of these- cases 
ought to bo curefully prepared for med- 
ical societies. 

After death, upon tho consent, of rela- 
tives, tho bodies of patients ought to be 
subject to autopsy. This mothod would' 
furnish valuable data to science and ad- 
vance tho Interests of humanity In • the 
study of insanity. No records ■ are now 
kept of clinics held becauso the legisla- 
ture adopted a resolution prohibiting the 
latter. 

If clinics were held the constant pres- 
ence of medical men in tho asylums 
would prevent tho abuses. Tho doctors 
there would bo sclontlflc Investigators as 
well as humanitarian watchors of tho in- 
mates. No abuses occur, in tho Cook 
county hospital and other Institutions 
where medical Internes reside.

Could be secured on a clear : day for 
use in lighting. His quick ear would 
detect the click t of the typewriter as 
he stepped through tho passage 
toward the "Long Room," although ho 
might not recognize the origin of the 
pecullar.nolse, and he would be mysti- 
fied at tho spectacle of a man talking 
Into a telephone recelvor. 

Fraunces' Tavern, "the oldest land- 
mark" In New York city, comes into 
the public eye now more because on 
December 4, 1907, the 124th anniver- 
sary of Wellington's farewell to his 
officers in the big. dining room of the 
old inn, the restored building was for- 
mally : turned over by the committee 
having the restoration in charge to 
tho owners, the Sons of tho Revolu- 
tion, and two tablets were unveiled. 
The reception to the guests was held- 
in the hall of the. Chamber of Com- 
merce after the tablets' were unveiled. 
One of the tablets was attached to tho 
Wall of the famous "Long Room," In 
which Washington's historic and 
touching farewell to his comrades and' 
assistants occurred, and the other 
affixed to tho exterior. 

The history of tho building 1b con- 
cisely told on the tablet placed In the 
"Long Room." It reads: 

"Fraunces' Tavern, erected 1719; 
Queen's Head Tavern, 17G2; Chamber 
of Commerce founded hero, 17C8; 
-headquarters of Committee of Cor*, 
respondonce of 51, 1774; this room tho 
scene of tho farewell of Gen. Wash- 
ington to his offlcors, . December 4, 
1783; Sons of the Revolution reor- 
ganized herb December 4, 1883; the 
property purchased by the Sons of 
tho Revolution in tho state of New 
York, 1004; formal occupation taken, 
by the Sons of the Revolution, Decem- 
ber 4, 1907." f 

W. H. Mersereau, the archltectwho 
made the restoration, after much in- 
vestigation of all- the evidence drew 
the design whlcn has been realized in 
'the building as ft stands- to-day. It is 
now supposed to look as it appeared 
when Washington visited it, and all of 
" r "' Ithfjirlc^'and timbers remaining of 
o a..D^pjjBwning which was known as 
Fraunces' Tavern are still in the 
places they then occupied. All of the 
"Improvements" of after years, in- 
cluding the "glnmlll" of recent times, 
have been removed. 

The restoration is based on an. ad- 
vertisement printed". In 1775 in which 
Fraunces offered his inn for sale and 
described It as "three-stories nigh

with a tile and lead roof, has 14 fire- 
places,, a moBt excellent large kitchen, 
lino dry cellars, with good and con- 
venient offices, etc." The earliest pier 
ture of 'it Is dated 1854. This showed 
the building as it appeared after its 
recovery from tho damage caused by 
the "great Are" of 1835. In the same 
year It was again visited by fire. This 
time the "Long. Room" was burned 
out, and the wall on the Pearl street 
Bide above the second story fell out- 
ward. When the building was restored 
this time it was made five stories high 
with a flat roof, and, barring tho sa- 
loon on the ground, floor, looted as it 
did until the recent restoration. Fif- 
teen years ago tho building was 
shored up and, with the exception of 
the corner piers, tho walls of the first 
story were replaced with, plate glass. 
When tho building was dismantled 
for restoration the lines of the old

roof Indicating the top of the walls 
and the slope and height of the roof 
were found in the walls. The differ- 
ence in the bricks in the .walls also 
helped to determine what portion was 
old and what modern. It will be oh- 
aerved that tho wall fronting on Broad 
street is of thin yellow bricks. These 
are the same kind as are found In the 
old Dutch .church in Tarry town. In 
order to secure an additional supply 
to fill up the opening on the first floor 
they had to be made to order In a 
yard In Holland where bricks of the 
samo size and kind aro still mado. Tho 
bricks on the Pearl street side are red. 
As they are an inch longer and some- 
what thinner than tho bricks mado 
,to-day it was only by searching 
through many yards, tape measure in 
hand, and picking up abnormal bricks 
that enough could ho secured to "piece 
out" the original wall. By such means 
the old building was put back 1 Into a 
sbapo that would probably ho recog- 
nized by "Black Sam". Fraunces If ho 
should appear to-day. 

The- property, which Is now used 
as tho headquarters of tho Sons of the 
Revolution In New York, represents 
an expenditure of nearly $160,000, the 
restoration alonb having cost nearly 
$60,000. It Is looked 'upon" as a me- 
morial of Frederick S. Tallmadge, who 
was the president of tho society, and 
bequeathed to It a sum sufficient to 
pay. tho cost of .restoration.^ The tab- 
let on the outside of tho . building 
commemorates his name and contains 
his portrait, as well as a history of 
the building.
